Appeal Is Dismissed

In ithe appeal court Th Calgary cn 
Monday, April 29th, five judges un- 
animously upheld the decision of 
Judge Macdonald in which Sam 
Orpen, plaintiff, was awarded $250.00 
and costs against J. W. Dyer, de- 
fendant. Both parties are from the 
Buffalo, Alberta, district, on the 
Bassano-Empresg line. 

The trial, which was held in Bas- 
sano some ‘ime in February, in- 
volved the question of a loan for seed_ 
grain made by Orpen to Dyer, Orpen 
having one-fourth interest in, the 
crop sown. Later the agreement ‘was 
altered whereby Orpen sold hig in- 
terest to Dyer for $320, on which 
Dyer paid on account $90. He re- 
fused to pay any more claiming that 
the original transaction was only a 
loan of $70, and Orpen had no right 
to recover any more than that am- 
ount, and alleged that as b was a 
seed gtain loan Orpen could not re. 
cover any more’ because he had not 
complied with the provisions of the 
Bills of Sale Act.

For years the citizens of Winnipeg have had life made miserable for 
them by mosquitoes, and each season witnesses more energetic and con- 
certed effort to destroy them. Regina, no worse sufferer than other places, 
is this year, under the direction of the Kinsmen Club, assisted by other 
service clubs, the health authorities, and other organizations, 
taking part in the battle. 

The mosquito breeds by tens of millions in stagnant water. Pools of 
stagnant water, slowly drying up sloughs, partially filled ditches, cannot an 
be drained, nor can their existence be wholly prevented, but through the 
simple expedient of scattering coal oil, and other oils, in these stagnant | 
waters, these millions of potential mosquitoes will be destroyed. Regina 19 | 
surveying. the city, and-its surroundings from the- air, thus detecting every | 
spot of stagnant water, and these are to be impregnated with oil.

our towns and villages locate these pools of stagnant water in and about 
them and take like action, life will be made more comfortable and enjoyable.

machinery, do not throw it away. Save it, and spread it about in any stag- 
nant water in your vicinity, and sink your old oil-soaked rags with a stone 
in such pcols. By so doing ‘you will prevent the breeding of mosquitoes. |

intensive fashion. Departments of agriculture, and the research departments | 
of our Universities and the National Research Bureau in laboratories and 
in the fields, have for some years been engaged in the task of finding a 
means of eradicating rust from wheat, which takes its toll of tens of mil- 
lions of dollars from the farmers of the prairies.

Four doctors now are in 
the town; all residents have been 
inoculated, and the water supply has 
been chlorinated. Impure water is 
helieved to have caused the epidemic.
